The suicide today took place 
at Nha Trang, a coastal city 200 
miles north of Saigon where an 
antigovernment 
demotistration 
was under way. 
A second schoolgirl in Nha 
Trang also doused herself with 
gasoline, but the mob grabbed 
her and prevented her burning 
herself. 
Witnesses reported from Nha 
Trang that about 4,000 persons 
had

provincial chief. The girl, a stu­ 
dent named Hoang Thi Yen 
Phu,

Expansion of the American middle 
classes on a large scale since the end 
of World War II has been one of the 
strong points of the U. S. economy. 
Not only does the middle-income seg­ 
ment of the population act as a buffer 
b e t w e e n the opposing ends of t h e 
economic spectrum — and thus pre­ 
vent the class warfare envisioned by 
Karl Marx — but it contributes the 
major share of m a n y of the financial 
end talent resources of the nation. 
It composes the broad base of the 
home - buying, taxpaying, profession­ 
al or small businessman community. 
It is the backbone of the free enterprise 
s y s t e m , and as such its health is a 
good indicator to watch. 
But the health of the middle classes 
may be due for a relapse. The trouble 
is that the m i d d l e classes have en­ 
joyed such good times in the last 
several decades, they have become 
prime targets for local, state and fed­ 
eral government bodies looking for new 
sources of property, income and reg­ 
ulation. 
Take confiscation of private proper­ 
ty, for e x a m p l e . A number of fed­ 
eral programs are in full swing 'which 
live on property confiscated from pri­ 
vate ownership and converted to gov- 
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eminent usages. Urban renewal and 
related slum clearance projects have 
far-reaching implications through their 
displacement — and frequent oblitera­ 
tion — of 
the 
small 
neighborhood 
business. 
Urban pre - erupting of land and its 
conversion into tax-free public real 
estate ventures place additional bur­ 
dens 
on 
the 
remaining 
tax-paying 
property owners. Even far from met­ 
ropolitan c e n t e r s , government land 
buyers are busy removing property 
from private ownership. 
The American Forest Industries re­ 
cently made a survey of land taken 
over by the federal government f o r 
recreation purposes. What the indus­ 
try organization found was that, though 
additional land is still added every 
year to government holdings for t h i s 
purpose, much of that already publicly 
owned is not being used to good ad­ 
vantage. 
Thirty-four per cent of the area of the 
United S t a t e s is now government 
owned, ranging from 2.5 per cent of 
New England to more than 64 per cent 
of the West. The trend toward govern­ 
ment ownership cannot go much farther 
before the foundations of middle class 
society b e g i n to show irreparable 
cracks.

They explained that $4 m il­ 
lion of the federal money will 
go for new vocational education 
buildings where needed most if 
local communities match the al­

This is done by assigning a dis­ 
tinctive color to each of the 47 
sounds of english. 
The same color is used for a 
given sound regardless of what 
letter combinations produce it. 
For instance, yellow is used on 
wall charts for the “u” in up, 
the “o” in done, the “oe” in 
does, the “ou” in young and the 
“ oo” in blood. 
The colors are used as dues 
in learning to read although the 
student reads and writes in the 
conventional black and white.
